Canada has gone forward amazing- 
ly in the matter of becoming self-sup- 
porting in Canadian novels—a very 
important development. What people 
read determines what they think, and 
it was a serious situation when most 
of our people were reading foreign 
literature, and so developing a foreign 
rather than a Canadian viewpoint. 

Perhaps no one has done more to 
bring Canadian literature to Cana 
dian people than has Robert Stead, 
whose novels, “The Homesteaders” 
and “The Cow Puncher,” have charm- 
ed and delighted every one who read 
them. These books were not only 
written in Canada; they were print- 
ed, bound, and published in Canada. 
They mark a sort of Canadian Dec- 
laratjon of Literary Independence, 
because in the past our Canadian 
authors have been carrying most of 
their books to publishers in the 
Inited States.

Farmers of 
property who had grain to spare were 
forced by starving neighbors to give 
out the grain till now even the for.

Large numbers began trek- 
king westward over mountainous 
roads towards Shansi, hearing of good 
crops in the western part of the prov- 
ince. The first ones safely passed 
the mountain barriers, but when fam- 
ine conditions began to be felt in 
Eastern Shansi orders were given 
for soldiers to hold the passes and 
drive the Honan refugees back. The 
starving people were not allowed into 
the villages, nor were they even per- 
mitted to sleep in the wayside templ- 
es. Many lost heart and died by the 
roadside. One of the’ missionaries 
went to the mission gate after supper 
one evening and before dark had 
counted over 500 refugees fleeing 
westward. We were told of girls be- 
ing. tied to trees by their parents, to 
keep them from following, and left 
to starve; of children being thrown 
into the river; of husbands poisoning 
their wives and children to spare 
them suffering.

Special Meeting of . . 
a Ne Board of Trade 


To Receive Report of Committee on 
West Entrance 


‘+bers' of the Board of Trade, we give 
ithe following facts:—305 : 

. The present crossing is not oppo- 
site Munson Street, but from 100 ‘to 
150 feet south. Going west, Kingsmill 
Avenue: parallels the C. P. R. tracks, 
and the extension on Kingsmill Ave- 
nue is 33 feet wide, giving a narrow 
crossing. The view in approaching 
the proposed new crossing where the 
road crosses at right-angles to the 
track will be unobstructed for those 
coming from the west: going east, but 
for those going west the hill south- 
east of the crossing obstructs the view 
of the tracks to the south, but Fore- 
man Jones estimates that at least 
125 feet before a person going west 
reaches the tracks, he would have an 
unobstructed view of the railway as 
far south as the overhead bridge. If 
it is considered necessary, the City in- 
tend to place danger signs on Victoria 
Avenue, warning people travelling 
west, and it has been suggested that 
the C.P.R. be asked to plaee an elec- 
tric bell.on the crossing to give warn- 
ing of approaching trains. There is 
a space of at least 40 feet between the 
railway tracks and the western end of 
the proposed bridge. 

Objection has been raised by cattle 
men that it will be very awkward driv- 
ing cattle to the stockyards via Vic- 
toria Avenue, as it would be dangerous 
if a bunch of cattle should be driven 
over the bridge at the time a train. 
was approaching from either the north 
or the south; an electric bell should 
give sufficient warning of the‘ ap- 
proach of a train to overcome this dif- 
ficulty. 

In regard to the distance to be cov- 
ered by a person going into Red Deer 
by way of the old trail or by gvay of 
the new proposed entrance on Victoria 
Avenue, we have made two tests and 
beg to report as follows:—A_ person 
walked from the present Post Office 
corner, south on Gaetz, west on Vic- 
torla Avenue, across the railway track 
and up to the intersection of the new 
road with the trail coming down the 
Peterson Hill"in 11 minutes. The same 
persun walked from the intersection 
ofthe two roads back to Red Deer via 
the ‘old trail; Kingsmill Avenue and 
‘Alexander Street to the Post Office 
corner in 8% minutes. A man walked 
from Melstrom & Lindsays' office 
south on Gaetz Avenue, west on Vic- 
toria Avenue, across C.P.R. tracks to 
the intersection of the roads above 
mentioned in 13 minutes, returning by 
the old trail and following the Motor 
Trails Association marks to Melstrom 
& Lindsay’s corner in 10 minutes. 

It is the intention of the city to 
place an. electric light on the new 
bridge, which should give good Nght 
over the railway crossing, and cinder 
walks at least 4 feet wide are to be 
made to the edge of the city limits. 
Children from West Park attending 
the south School would have a short- 
er distance to go via Victoria Avenue 
than by way of the old trail. Resi- 
dents of West Park going to the sta- 
tion In case the present crossing were 
closed would most likely do as they do 
at present, walk down the railway 
tracks to the station. The new road 
at Macpherson's corner is not on the 
same grade as the top of the Peterson 
Hill; the grade on the new road is 6% 
while Mr. Stewart estimated that a 
road up Peterson's Hill would be an 
8% grade. 

In 1912 Seymour & Dawe submitted 
an estimate of cost to the City Coun- 
cil of continuing First Avenue west to 
Victoria Avenue of $3208.56, not in- 
cluding cost of land and buildings that 
would have to be purchased. In 1912 
Seymour & Dawe submitted an esti- 
mate of cost of $1634.99 for opening 
Neilson Avenue td Victoria Avenue, 
but we would consider that the cost 
of opening these roads at the present 
time would be- much greater. The 
Townsite property west of the C.P.R. 
track is valued at $700.00 per acre for 
assessment purposes, If the present 
proposed entrance to the City is com- 
pleted, it is not the intention of the 
City to close Kingsmill Avenue, as 
they claim this was never considered 
or even thought of by the Council. 

The road over Peterson's Hill has 
been travelled for over 15 years, but 
according to the City Solicitor, a road 
does not become public property after 
it has been used a certain number of 
years as a public road. The side-walk 
from Gaetz Avenue to West Park was 
built in 1912 or 1913 by the Smith Land 
Company, Ltd., and the City after- 
wards added one more plank from 
Gaetz Avenue to the railway crossing. 
The side-walk was taken up by the 
City under instructions of the Coun- 
cil and on the advice of the City So- 
licitors, as it had become worn out 
and extremely dangerous to pedestri- 
ans, 

The Councli are agreed that the pro- 
posed new crossing is equally as safe 
as the present crossing.

This road would run south- 
west from the railway crossing for 
about 100 yards, then angle further 
south striking the south side of block 
“B", then running straight south to 
the road allowance. This would be 
the cheapest to construct. 

The Commissioners reported that, 
after going over the ground in com- 
pany with Mr. Stewart, they believed 
that Plan 3 should be adopted, provid- 
ed that the land could be acquired, and 
advised that the matter be taken up 
with the owners at once in order that 
the whole proposition would be settled 
before spring. 

Nothing further appears to have been 
done in connection with the West Park 
entrance until the early summer of 
1919, when the Commissioner’s diary 
shows under date of May 6, 1919, that 
he discussed with the City Solicitor the 
question of opening streets to West 
Park, and on May 14, Mr. Stewart, the 
Government Engineer. came in and 
surveyed a road to West Park, and in 
the Commissioners’ report of May 26, 
1919, they report to the Council that 
the Government Engineer had been in 
Red Deer surveying the road across 
e C.P.R. to West Park, but the plans 
had not yet been sent to them. The 
plan on file in the City office shows 
that Mr. Stewart surveyed a road 
angling from the present crossing 
southwest €> meet the present new 
road. This‘road is marked ‘proposed 
new road” by Mr. Stewart, and on the 
game plan is an extension of Victoria 
Ave. across the railway tracks going 
west to meet with the present en- 
trance, which is marked by Mr. Stew- 
art “Alternative entrance.” From in- 
formation we have gathered from the 
City Council it would appear that it 
had always been their intention that 
the entrance to the city from West 
Park should be by a road over the 
present crossing angling southwest; 
but when Mr. Stewart, the Engineer, 
pointed out to the Commissioners that 
unless they wished a crossing 33 feet 
wide, running parallel to the tracks, it 
would be better to try some other 
means of entrance to the cfty, and this 
brought about the surveying of the line 
from “Victoria Ave. across the tracks 
and over the present entrance. October 
14, 1919, the Council unanimously ap- 
proved of the Victoria Ave. entrance 
and instructed the Commissioners to 
proceed with the opening up of the 
street 

On June 9, 1920, Mr. J. A. MacGregor, 
c. P. R. Superintendent, {n company 
with the Mayor and Commissioner, in- 
spected both suggested crossings, and 
he was strongly in favor of having the 
crossing established at the end of 
Victoria Ave.,and if it should be de- 
cided upon by the Council to ask for 
that crossing, he thought his Company 
would not oppose the application, but 
would assist in paying for the cost of 
constructing the bridge. On June 10, 
1920, Mr. Dawe, the City Engineer, was 
requested to furnish an estimate of 
cost of grading the crossing over the 
C.P.R. at the end of Victoria Ave., and 
was requested to have a blue print 


ialy Fourth St. South. Mayor G. W. 
Smith said the great objection to the 
trail used at present on the west side 
was that it was not a public highway 
and could not be repaired by the city. 

The report continued: 

In the Commissioners’ Report of July 
25, 1917, it is stated that the matter of 
the Red Deer West entrance had been 
taken up with Mr. William Mohring, 
who was then Government Road Fore- 
man, and that he, in company’ with 
Alderman Lord and Commissioner 
Stephenson, had gone over the ground 
carefully and found that a suitable 
road could be objained with very Httle 
grade, but some land would have to be 
acquired by the Government, and it 
would be necessary for-the City to get 
right-of-way over Townsite Company 
property, and a request had been made 
to the Department of*Public Works at 
Edmonton to send an engineer down 
as soon as possible to lay out the pro- 
posed road, and as soon as plans were 
prepared the matter would again be 
submitted to the Council. As the A‘l- 
berta Government evidently did not 
send an engineer, on October 24, 1917, 
the Commissioners again requested 
the Department of Public Works to 
have a survey made of the proposed 
new road, and on November 22, 1917, 
Mr. S. Stewart, District Government 
Engineer, made a survey of a propos- 
ed road, and the following four plans 
were submitted to the Council for dis- 
cussion :— 

Plan 1. This road will run straight 
west from railway crossing to the hill, 
then angle southwest to the corner of 
Alberta Ave. This plan necessitated 
acquiring land from the Townsite 
Company, the Moore estate and the 
owner of block “A” West Park. The 
road would have been costly to build, 
and there would have been difficulty 
in taking care of the water coming 
down the coulee. 

Plan 2. This road would angle 
southwest from the railway crossing 
to the northeast corner of bleck “A” 
West Park, then west to Alberta Ave., 
then south to the road allowance. This 
would necessitate acquiring lund from 
the same parties as in Plan 1, and as 
in Plan 1, taking care of the water 
running through the coulee would be 
a difficult proposition. 

Plan 3. This road would run as in 
Plan 2 to block “A" West Park, then 
south to the road allowance. The hill

on the west side of the tracks and on 
Townsite property could be built as 
cheaply as the proposed Victoria Ave- 
nue entrance, and whether it would 
make a_ satisfactory entrance to the 
City. In the opinion of the Council 
such a road would be far more expen- 
sive to bulld than the present en- 
trance to Victoria Avenue and far 
more expensive to maintain, and 
would not be a satisfactory entrance 
to the City, and the new proposed en- 
trance would give travellers a much 
better impression of the City. 

Judging by the trails, we would con- 
sider that at least 759. of the trafiic 
coming into the city from the west uf- 
ter it crosses the tracks turns east tu 
Gaetz Avenue on 4th Street South, and 
of the remaining 2550 of trafic pro- 
ceeding along Kingsmill Avenue, at 
least half of this would be liable to 
continue along Kingsmill to Ross St.

On June 25, 1920, the Commissioners 
were instructed by the Council to make 
application to the Railway Commis- 
sion to have a crossing established 
across the C.P.R. right-of-way, being 
fan extension of Victoria Ave., and to 
proceed with the opening up of the 
streets if the application were granted. 

Although the Commissioners’ report 
of June 25, 1920, does not so state, we

lutely pefuse to pay any share of the 
cost of constructing the new entrance 
across their tracks. 

On July 12, 1920, the city received 
from the Townsite Company an offer 
of settlement of arrears of taxes, 
which was finally accepted by the 
Council, and in this settlement = the 
Townsite Company gave them rights 
over certain streets on theif property. 


Work was begun by the Government 
| in August, and Mr. Ed. Anderson was 
| engaged by the city in October to grade

Committee discharged. This was car- 
ried, and a vote of thanks was passed 
to the Committee for their work. 

On the chairman's invitation to any- 
one present to discuss the report, Mrs. 
McCreight asked if the city approach- 
ed the C.P.R. or the C.P.R. approach- 
ed the City in connection with the 
crossing. 

Mr. Botterill replied that the ques- 
tlon was covered in the report; the 
city approached the C.P.R. re the pro- 
p6sed new crossing. Mrs. McCreijght 
asked why these things were done in 
hard times, when money was so hard. 
Unnecessary expense was caused which 
should be avoided. 

The chairman asked Mrs. McCreight 
and any other speakers to confine ‘the 
discussion to the report. If they 
wished to criticize the Council, they 
would have opportunity at the annual 
ratepayers meeting. 

Mr. Gamble quoted from the Coun- 
cil answers submitted by the Com- 
mittee, that the Cuuncil were always 
in favor of the two crossings, but the’ 
C.P.R. objected to two crossings in 
such short distance,- and the Council 
had to elect which they thought the 
better crossing. 

The Council asked the Government 
engineer to come down in 1919, Mr. 
Gamble replied to Mr, Cruikshank. 

At the inseance of Mr. McClure, the 
Secretary read the 69 questions and 
answers of Council, which are prac- 
ucally all covered in the Commis- 
sloners’ statement in the press, and in 
the Roads Committee's report. 

Mr. Botterill said that the questions 
had been kept under cover uhtil they 
were presented to Council. The Coun- 
cil had answered 75 per cent. of them 
off hand, and the remainder § after 
looking up the data. The Committee 
had had access to everything. 

The chairman was curious to know 


swered the question with his name. 
This was: “Did the Council have in 
mind an entrance from West Park via 
Victoria Ave. when a cement walk 12 
feet wide was byilt to the south end 
of Gaetz Ave. Referred to R. B. Wel- 
liver, President of the Board uf Trade 
who was Mayor at the time this work 
was done.” 

Mr. Gamble said that the Council 
were unanimous in their answers.

might need trackage but were they 
urying to get away with the setting of 
their freight sheds on Kingsmill Ave. 

Mr. Botterill said only 12 or 15 feet 
of the shed encroached on Kingsmill 
Ave., producing the map. 

Mr. Cruickshank wanted to know if 
Mr. Pamely had ever drawn plans in 
connection with Victoria Ave. 

Mr. Pamely answered No: tbat he 
had gone with Mr. Dawe to take levels 
there only. 

Mr. Cruickshank said Mr. Pamely 
had shown him a sketch at Mr. Pame- 
iy’s house. 

Mr. Pamely said he had never drawn 
any plan for anyone. 

Mrs. McCreight wanted to know why 
the grading was proceeded with on 
Victoria Ave. before the authority of 
the Railway Commission had been 
procured for the crossing. 

Mr. Gamble said that it was assum- 
ed that, when the City Council and 
the C. P. R. were agreed on the new 
crossing, it would be granted by the 
Commission. $267 had been spent in 
grading, and the cement abutments 
for the bridge were put in, on which 
the city and C. P. R. were going &-50. 

Mr. Melstrom asked whether any 
action was expected at this meeting. 

Mr. Welliver thought that action 
should be taken, if wanted, at the rate- 
payers’ mecting. 

Mr. Howlett recognized the limita- 
tions of the Board of Trade, and would 
propose a ratepayers’ meeting. The 
Board of Trade were to be thanked for 
the information they had secured. 
When he and Dr. McCreight inter- 
viewed the Council in June they got 
no satisfaction. The questions and 
answers should be published. 

The chairman said he preferred that 
the méeting should not go on record. 

Ald. Moyes said if the questions of 
Mr. Howlett and others had been asked 
in June, they would have been answer- 
ed just the same as in November. 

Mrs. McCreight said that Dr. Mc- 
Creight was told that nothing would 
be done for two years: now, things 
were rushed through. 

Mr. Kent wanted to know if the 
Board of Trade had thought of helping 
the business men hurt by the new road 
and crossing. 

Mrs. McCreight wished to thank the 
Board of Trade for the information 
secured. She thought great benefit 
had been done. They had been 29 
years in the same place, and deserved 
some consideration. They should have 
a ratepayers meeting. 

Mr. Howlett had measured the road, 
and found the road was 4,680 feet 
shorter by the present trail to Red 
Deer West from the station, and 900 
feet shorter from the postoffice. * 

Roughly, the Council had figured out 
the difference to the station on the 
two roads at about 800 yards. 

Mr. Howlett wanted to know who 
answered the question as to 76 per 
cent of the traffic over the present 
crossing coming down Gaetz Ave. 

Mr. Gamble said the Roads Commit- 
tee had made that estimate by person- 
al investigation on the ground. 

The chairman asked whether the 
Council had considered the possibility 
of a washout at the new bridge. He 
understood the C.P.R. had had men 
watching their tracks in flood time, 

Mr. Gunn, on enquiry, said that the 
Cc. Pp. R. had one man on watch one 
night. e 

Mrs. MecCreight asked on whose land 
was the creek diverted, when the C. P.

(Experimental Farms Note) 

To the swine grower the phenom: 
ena of hairless litters is a mystery in 
180 far as origin is concerned. He 
i Simply knows that sows normal in 
every way farrow litters that are 
quite abnormal in one, all, or a com- 
bination of the following: Completely. 
or partially hairless, with undevelop- 
ed hoofs; blind; very large, flabby, 
and with abnormal development of 
the head and neck; very small, weak, 
and undeveloped generally Such 
pigs ususally die in from a few hours 
to a few days after birth, Not all 
pigs in the Htter are so affected, sume 
being quite normal. The sow remains 
normal. 
“ While the scientist has arrived at 
what is possibly'the direct constitu- 
tional cause, the preliminary causes 
are also more or less in mystery. 


SOME INCONSISTENCIES 


A breeder may one year lose 90 per 
cent. of his pigs and the next year 
with the same breeding stock, feeds, 
quarters, water and management, ob- 
taih a normal increase. In certain 
years and localities that trouble 
seems to be almost of an, epidemic, 
only to disappear entirely. Is it due 
to seasonal influence? Is it trans- 
missable? Is it due to some poison- 
ous element in the sow’s ration whicn 
leaves her unharmed but which §ar- 
rests or renders cbnormal the later 
development of the pigs in utero? 


THE APPARENT CAUSE OF THE 
HAIRLESS PIG 


It cannot be stated definitely that 
the cause is seasonal. Certainly there 
is no consistency in such a_ claim. 
The possibility of contagion is also 
most difficult to assume. It would 
further seem illogical that any ac- 
tual poison to the foetus would leave 
the sow quite unharmed. Apparently 
the difficulty lies in some deficiency 
of the sow’s ration, which is essen- 
tial to the normal growth of the Ht- 
tle pig. Apparently, too, this malady 
or abnormality is similar to the thy- 
roid affections of calves and lambs. 

Gilts are more predisp 42d to give 
hairless litters than are adults, pos- 
sibly due to certain deficiencies in 
the ration being entirely absorbed by 
the dam. Further, the trouble is in 
practically every case confined to 
the winter-carried litter and iy very 
rarely seen in the summer or fall lit- 
ter. Apparently certain deficiencies 
in the ration may be corrected by the 
sow in the summer from other sourc- 
es whereas she has not recourse dur- 
ing the winter unless supplied artifi- 
cially; 

Here is what is known at present: 
{ 1. That a ration for the pregnant 
sow highly proteid or nitrogenous 
predisposes to hairless litters, hut 
that in many cases the correction of 
'the balance and constituents of the 
ration apparently corrects the 
trouble. While there are plenty of 
cases to the contrary in Eastern 
Canada, the trouble is usually scat- 
tered widely and in all likelihood due 
to malnutrition. Sows are frequently 
given insufficient exercise too little 
vegetable matter, such as clover hay 
and roots, and little or no mineral 
matter, such as charcoal, ashes, earth, 
etc. They have depended largely on 
a more or‘less highly proteid ration, 
shorts, bran, elevator screenings, etc. 
What the scientist has shown: 

It has been shown conclusively that 
the activity of the thyroid gland has 
a marked effect on the development 
of the young, further that the activ- 
ity of this gland depends 
tatively on its iodine content. 
haustive investigation has 
that in the sow this iodine 
was much lower during the normal 
or usual months of pregnancy, than 
at any other time during the year. 
All ofthe abovethe hog-man may re- 
gard us fearful and wonderful. The 
fact remains that the introduction of 
iodine into the pregnant sow’s ration 
may have the effect of causing a nor- 
mal litter, where the “contrary has 
been the case previously. 

‘Methods ‘of prevention— 

| There is no way to treat the gffect- 
jed small pig. Prevention only is pos- 
sible through the sow. 

1. Feed_a Hght grain ration, as re- 
quired, but balance it with plenty of 
clover hay in racks, and with pulped 
mangels or cooked turnips. Make 
mineral feeding a feature, charcoal, 
soft coal, wood ashes, ground rock 
phosphate, earth, sods, etc. The use 
of tankage, fish meal, bone meal, etc., 
is also recommended placed where 
the sows may help themselves from 
self-feeders or in the meal ration, 2 
to 5 per cent. In many cases, as pre- 
viously stated, particularly in East- 
ern Canada, such preventive  prac- 
tice, for some reason, is effective. In 
Western Canada, however, where the 
phenomenon is regularly the cause of 
very serious losses, the trial of a di- 
rect addition of iodine in the form of 
potassium iodine would be vecom- 
mended. The minimum doses requir- 
eq to give results is not definitely 
known; however the administration 
of 5 grain doses of potassium iodine 
daily during the pregnant season has 
proven almost a certain preventive. 
In fact, the use of this drug two or 
three times weekly is recommended 
where it is used duirng the complete 
gestation period. In practice, the 
best plan would be to have a druggist 
make up a solution of known strength 
or dilution. By the use of a small 
measuring glass a sufficient quantity 
of the solution to contain 5 grains of 
potassium iodine could be added and 
stirred into the slop or meal, depend- 
ing upon the number of animals fed.

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THE WINTER 
FRUIT SPL 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


With the exception of apples, grap- 
3 “and pears, there-are no fruits of 
our own production which can be cal}‘ 
ed winter fruits, but.of these three 


sorts every householder may have an; 


abundant supply in good condition un- 
til at least the middle of- winter. 

Threo prime requisites are neces- 
sary to keep in mind when laying in 
a supply of fruit for winter. The first 
is the selection of the proper variety 
or varieties; the second is the selec- 
tlon of. only firm fruits, free from 
bruises and disease or insect injury; 
and the third is proper conditions of 
storage, 

With rogard to the first, the follow- 
Ing is a list of winter varieties of 
apples, pears and grapes, which, when 
free from disease and injury and stor- 
ed under proper conditions, will keep 
amywhere from January up to May. 

Well knowne winter varieties 
apples of good quality: 

McIntosh—Season November 
January. 

Tameuse—Season October to Janu- 
ary Ist. 

Rhode Island Greening—Season De- 
cember to February. : 

King of Tompkins—Seuson Novem- 
ber to February. 

Wagener—Season 
February. * 

Northern Spy—Season January to 
Miay. 

Golden Rnaset—-Season January to 
Mry. 

The above “varieties are all good 
and cover the entire winter season if 
proper selection is made. 

Among pears the following are de- 
Sirable for winter use: 

Josephine—Season mid-winter. 

Kieffer (rather poor quality)— 
Season October to January. 

«.awrence—Season December. 

Winter Nelis—Season mid-winter. 

Grapes: Normally the grape is not a 
winter fruit, but, stored under good 
conditions, the few varieties men- 
tioned here may be successfully kept 
until the last of February: Herbert, 
Barry, Vergennes, Agawam, Lindley. 

Storing: In the storage of all fruits 
a cold, moderately moist room is nec- 
essary. Fruit stored in a dry, warm 
collar will not keep. Storing at as 
near freezing as possible, without al- 
lowing the temperature to drop to 32 
degrees, wili insure the maximum 
time for the retention of the quality 
of the product. 

By wrapping apples and pears in 
paper and then placing in boxes 
which are covered, the juiciness and 
firmness of the fruit is easier, to re- 
tain, This is especially true ‘of the 
Golden Russet, one of the best }.9: 
ing apples but one liable to shrivel if 
kept in any place but, cold, moist 
cellar. Wrapping is a great help in 
keeping Russets.
